and all this the Chief strangely denies. 

Such being the constitution, we who are Aboli-

PARKER PILLSBURY'S LETTER. 
We publish today a commmuniention from Mr. Pills-, 


Demovratic party, and the course which the Free} 
Democrat has pursued in relation te the subject of | 
the rendition of fugitive slaves; and also contras-| 
jting them with the position of the Garrisonian or | 
Abolition party proper. 
| We desire to make a few comments on this let-, 
ter, and we will say in the outset that neither Mr. ! 
, Pillsbury nor any of his party can say anything! 
| however severe, in regard tu the abstract wrongful: | 
ness of slavery which we will not agree to. We 

idesire as heartily as he does, te see the day when | 
the shackles shall fall from the limbs of every slave 

inthe land. There is no difference Letween us in! 
regard to the end to be attained; and whenever he} 
shall convince us that that end can Lest be attained, | 
or can only be attained by a civil revolution, then | 
pwe shall join hands with him for that purpose.— 

His is a non-voting party; and we believe they are 

lalso nun-resistants. Look first atthe improbability | 
lof convincing men that they can bestoverthrow the | 
isystem of slavery by refusing to voie. And then! 
suppose they had a majority of their way of think- 

ing, and should endeavor to organize a new gov- 

ernment, being non-resistants, a handfull of res- 

solute men could overpower them and render their! 
efforts abortive. 

We believe thatour revolutionary fathers at the! 
time the constitution was formed looked confi- 
dently forward to the gradual abolition of slavery 
through the operation of measures set on foot at 
that time. One ofthese measures was the passage 
of the celebrated ordinance of 1757, by which the 
; whole of the North-west territory was forever con- 
secrated tu freedom. And itis a significant fact 
that this very territory belonged to a slave State, 
jand that the slaveholders ofthat day joined in the 
jmeasure. Anotherof these measuics was the abol- 

ition of the fureign slave trade after the year 180x, 
It was thus confidently expected that Ly eutting 
ioff the foreign supply and securing the territories 
tu freedom, slavery would become unprofitable in 
ithe States where it then existed and die out by a 
isystem Of gradual emancipation, Aud such would 
|have undoubtedly been the case had the govern- 
jmentbeen confined tothis early policy, But the 
freverse of this has been the case. The whole his- 
tory of the government of late years has been a 
_continual struggle for the inerease of slave territo- 
ry. First Louisiana, then Florida, then Texas, and 
lastly, New Mexico and California. But Cal:for- 
nia, though acquired tor the avowed purpose of be- 
ing made slave territory, was saved that disgrace 
by the efforts of a few brave men in Congress. No 
une, We presume, will pretend tosay that slavery 
could have existedtill the present time but for these 
outlets. It would have been a moral impossibility. 
Slave labor is notoriously unprofitable in an econ- 
omical point of view. Then how have they manayed 
to perpetuate the system? This we conceive to be 
the way: after they have exhausted the soil of the 
older slave States by afew years of slave labor, 
they save themselves from pecuniary ruin by sel- 
ling off the increase of their slaves to the traders 
to Le takeu to the virgin soil of the new territories, 
were under the operations of the lash ard severe 
‘labor and hard fare, a slave is worked to death in 
about an average of seven years.
